The reply filed on 29 July 2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): In response to the restriction requirement mailed 23 June 2008, applicant elected the invention of Group I, claims 71-79 and 
80-84 in the reply filed 29 July 2008. As set forth in item no. 4 of the restriction requirement, claim 76 contains sequences that are 
encompassed by the sequence rules and require sequence identifiers (SEQ ID numbers).
